One question that I don't think has been properly addressed 
is how to bring novices into the postal Diploaacy hobby.

The problea with this is that 
those ads are very saall and not very visible and I'd iaagine 
only read by "hardcore" gaaers. What the hobby needs is 
increased visibility only gotten through larger ads. Too 
E;pensive soae would say. Maybe, but why not allocate soae 
PDQfiA funds or have an "in-noiise" fundraiser. All right, but 
which imes would Ne advertise? None. Zines are auch to 
specific, aiied at too narrow an audience to draw in novices on 
their own, what we need is a packet to send out to novices. 
Like SUPERNOVA and MASTERS OF DECEIT; but which one would we 
send out? Both, so as not to alienate anybody and to give the 
novice the larqest possible view of the hobby. Throw in copies 
of FCNTEVEDRIA," KNOWN SAME OPENING, and the ZINE REGISTER and 
one has a great novice packet. This would best be run by the 
.ine Bank Custodian as he/she could also send out soae saaple 
tines, but if Ken doesn't feel up to such an activity I'a sure 
roaeone would be willing to help.

ASAP and before the deadline. If a delay is caused by a 
correction so be it. I will not go back and correct an error 
froa 3 adjudications ago. 

- Seasons will always be separated with Spring and Fall 
retreats and Winter builds/reaovals published in INTERLOPER, ay 
[sublzine specifically created for that purpose. INTERLOPER is 
published two weeks after the publication of the latest Spring 
and/or Fall moves so adjustaents should be sent in iaaediately 
following your receipt of the latest TS. 

- Orders should be leqible and should be signed, dated and 
it should be clear as to who the orders are froa and for what 
gate they are scant [e.g. have your naae, the country you're 
playing, the season, and the gaae naae/nuaber]. 

- Asbiquous orders will be dealt with as the situations 
arise though I should point out I would prefer you to use the 
following abbreviations [otherwise first three letters are 
fine]:

Soon, and 
effortlessly, we were old friends. They offered to' give ae a 
guided tour of the caapus and I eagerly accepted.

So off I went, 
adairinq the scenery, the trees, the siaple brick walkway, alone 
with ay" sense of history.
